ALLEN EXPRESSES REDS ADMIT NEED 
FEE DRIVE THANKS, OF ‘FOES’ SYSTEM 


$10,000 Entry Fee Attack- Soviet Announces State 
ed as F. D. R. Forces| Not. Ready To Abolish. 
Rush Their Campaign.| Capitalistic Inequality. 


MOSCOW, April 19.—(4)—That 
the soviet state must for the time 
being carry on with certain traditions 
inherited fromthe bourgeoisie was 
among important announcements con- 
tained in a statement on the govern- 
mental and social development in 
soviet Russia published today. 

The statement made plain the time 
has not yet arrived to abandon the 
principle or practice of compulsion 
and that inequality of income must 
continue in the transitory period, 

Further, the statement showed, de- 
mocratization of the soviet system 
under the new constitution now being 
formulated, will not lead to the crea- 
tion of political parties or any or- 
ganization opposed to the communist 
party. These explanations were print- 
ed in the magazine Bolshevik, official 
organ of the central committee of the 
communist party. 

‘The new constitution under study 
will grant the right of an equal vote 
to all soviet citizens except those dis- 
franchised by the courts. The class 
origin of the citizen will not be taken 
into account, the article said. The 
voting will be direct and secret and 
according to Joseph Stalin, soviet 
leader, as quoted in the magazine, 
will serve as a “whip in the hands of 
the people against badly working or- 
gans of the state.” 

The “hopes of our enemies,” the 
Bolshevik continued, “that the new 
constitution will bring the creation of 
new political parties and therefore 
weakening the influence of the com- 
munist party, will soon be dashed.” 

It declared voting “will be con- 
ducted on a higher level than under 
a capitalistic ssytem where riva] par- 
ties are created to represent rival 
classes. Our system,” the magazine 
explained, “will be devoted solely to 
the ousting of bureaucrats and other 
unworthies and to the election of the 
best individuals to office.’ 

The soviet state in its present phase 
of development can, in a conditional 
sense, still be called a “bourgeois,” 
the Bolshevik stated.

ROME, April 19.—(UP)—After 
five days of fierce fighting which cost 
Italy the heaviest casualties of her 
East African camipaign, General Ro- 
dolpho Graziani today smashed the 
right flank of thé Dedjazmach Nasi- 
bu’s Ethiopian army. Ethiopians are 
in full retreat. ¢ 

His “hell on wheels” motorized col- 
umns pushed on across the fringes of 
the Ogaden desert toward Harar and 
Jijiga, most formidable Ethiopian 
strongholds. 

In an official communique trans- 
mitted through field headquarters of 
Marshal Pietro Badoglio, Graziani ad- 
mitted 10 officers killed or wounded, 
three flying officers. wounded and 
several hundred Italian troops out of 
action. 

Planes Brought Down. 

Two Italian airplanes were shot 
down, he said, but they sueceeded in 
coming to earth behind the Italian 
lines. 

Several thousand Ethiopians lie 
dead on the field of action. 

Most of the Italian losses were 
among Libyan and Somali troops. 

(From Addis Ababa came news 
frenzied Ethiopian women, undaunt- 
ed by the demoralizing defeats, ex- 
horted their men today to fight, even 
for a lost cause.

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Reinforcement of Faith in Jesus 


Needed More Than New System 


Editor's Note: This is the 64th 
in a series of articles dealing with 
Atlanta pastors and their séfvices. 
Additional articles will appear on 
succeeding Mondays. 


The world needs neither a new sys- 
tem of philosophy nor a restating of 
the facts of the Christian faith, but 
a reinforcement of the emphasis upon 
faith in the promises ‘cf Jesus, the 
Rev. Ernest C. Swetnam, pastor of 
the Payne Memorial Methodist church, 
declared in his sermon yesterday, 
based on the text, “The Work of the 
Comforter.” 

He said, in part: 

“I do not believe that the world 
needs either a new system of phi- 
losophy, or a restating of the facts 
of the Christian faith, but a rein- 
forcement of the emphasis we should 
lay upon faith in the promises of 
Jesus. There is available to all men 
sufficient knowledge with which to 
be saved. The number that appro- 
priate to themselves sufficient faith 
to be saved is a much smaller num- 
ber. Let us, in our thinking today, 
consider one of these promises. Jesus 
said, ‘If ye love Me, keep My com- 
mandments, and 1] will pray the Fa- 
ther, and He shall send you another 
comforter who shall abide with you 


forever.’ 
Spirit of Truth. 

“Jesus” description of this comfort- 
er is that He is the spirit of truth, 
unrecognized and undesired by the 
man of the world. His work is that 
‘He will reprove the world.’ Another 
rendering of this word, is ‘convict.’ 
When a man is convicted in court 
his deeds are held up . to the light. 
The spirit is to hold “up worldliness 
to the light for the consideration of 
men. 

“The spirit makes a three-fold dem- 
onstration of these things. 

“First, He holds sin up to the 
light. In spite of the fact that sin 
is the most dreaded of all the enemies 
of mankind, there are some so foolish 
as to scoff at the idea of sin. Peo- 
ple endeavor to prove by their very 
popularity, that certain things they 
choose to do are not sinful. The vote 


of the majority can only be right). 


when the majority is right, and mob 
violence has proven this to be a rare 
case. Had we ae in the day of 
Diana of the Ephesians, it is likely 
we would have been Diana worship- 
pers because popular opinion in 
Ephesus favored Diana, This is seen 
in our attitude toward the liquor 
question. It matters not that liq- 
uor ruins those who seek it, the only 
thing that matters is that the ma- 
jority desire it. This»’seems to be 
the thought of many politicians, and 
many citizens. And we go on record 
as resenting mightily any condemna- 
tion by any preacher of our own pet 


evils 
Light of Truth. 

“In these very unhappy circum- 
stances lies the work of the Spirit, 
Comforter, holding sin up to the light 
of truth. 

“Secondly, the Spirit holds our 
righteousness up to the light of 
truth. He reminds us that Jesus said 
‘Except your righteousness shall ex- 
ceed that of the Scribes and Phari- 
sees, ye shall in no case enter the 
kingdom of heaven. ‘Not many of us 
are surpassing the standard of the 
righteousness of the Seribes and Phari- 
sees today. We today show more in- 
terest in the wares in the showcase 
of our religion than in the hidden 
wares in the shelves of our hearts. 
It was about the program of the 
church of his day that Jesus said, 
‘These ought ye to have done, and 
not left the other undone. Today the 
Spirit is holding up to the light all 
of the things we call righteousness. 
At present we are very proud of our 
spiritual achievements, but seen fully 
lighted by the truth of our own re- 
sponsibility, but they may not prove 
so attractive as we had hoped, when 
the day of judgment shall come. 

Unjust Judgment. 

“Finally, the Spirit is holding. up 
judgment to be seen in the light of 
truth. Many of this generation en- 


personal advancement, 


deavor to escape judgment by simply 
decrying it as unjust. A drunk man 
said to an officer, ‘You can’t arrest 


me,’ but he went to jail just the same. 
Crying out against the judgment ot 
God does not invalidate it. Our lack 
of coricern about the judgment is also 
seen in our business dealings with 
each other, our disrespect for God’s 
day of rest, our selfish striving for 
and in our 
failure to honor God’s house and altar 
with our presence. Things that have 
happened recently might well cause 
us to stop and consider. Whatever 
may have directed the course of these 
storms and floods across our nation, 
we must remember His power when 
He said, ‘Peace, be still.’ Whatever 
brought about the depression, we must 
not forget that He fed His own with 
manna in the wilderness. Today the 
Spirit is saying in the words used 
in other days, ‘For God shall bring 
every work into judgment with every 
— thing, whether it be good or 
evil. 

“What then must be our conclusion? 
Is it not trie that if these matters 
are not being daily held up by the 
Spirit for consideration in our hearts 
that we are not the children adopted 
into the brotherhood of Jesus”

A White House funeral was planned 
tonight for Louis McHenry Howe, 
President Roosevelt's friend and polit- 
ical mentor for two decades. 

Howe, 65, died last night in Naval 
hospital after more than a year’s fight 
—much of it under an oxygen tent— 
against heart and chest complications. 

The White House announced to- 
night, after the arrival of Howe's wid- 
ow and son, that fureral services 
would be held at 3 p. m. (Atlanta 


time) Tuesday in the high-ceilinged 
+ @€ast room, scene of many state func- 


rae | Burial will be at Fall River, 
Ma +» Howe's hometown which he 
Visited on the infrequent occasions 
when he left his “other home” at the 
White House. 


It was understood no decision hadi 


been made by either the President nor 

Mrs. Roosevelt whether they would ac- 

company the body to Fall River. 
Expressions of Regret. 

Expressions of regret came from 
leaders in public life who since early 
World War days had known Howe, 
first as an aid to the then youthful 
Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt, then 
as his political counselor while gov- 
ernor of New York and finally as his 
secretary at the White House. 

Newton D. Baker, secretary of war 
while Mr. Roosevelt was a member of 
the “little cabinet,” said of Howe: 
“His devotion to his country was hie 
outstanding characteristic. His death 
is a great loss.” 

The President learned of his secre- 
tary’s death when he returned to the 
White House from a_ dinner last 
night. Mrs. Roosevelt telephoned Mrs. 
Howe immediately. 

In the 20-odd years since “Louie,”

When Mr. Roosevelt came to Wash- 
ington as assistant secretary of the 
navy in the Wilson administration, 
Howe came with him. When Mr. 
Roosevelt made his unsuccessful race 
for the vice presidency in 1920, it 
was Howe who planned the campaign 
and picked the campaign aides. 

Two of the aides were Stephen T. 
Early and Marvin Mcintyre, now sec- 
retaries to the President. 

Abandoned Own Affairs. 

In the wake of the 1920 campaign 
when Mr. Roosevelt suffered an at- 
tack of infantile paralysis which 
threatened to end his political career 
if not his life, Howe stood by de- 
votedly. ; 

Abandoning his own affairs, Howe 
went to live with the Roosevelts. He 
was credited with convincing the 
President that, the physical handicap 
notwithstanding, a political career 
still was possible. 

Howe held no title while Mr. 
Roosevelt was governor of New York, 
but he continued to give his ‘political 
advice, Always he could see presiden- 
tial possibilities for “the boss.” 

Because of his part in electing Mr. 
Roosevelt, Howe was called “King- 
maker,” “Warwick,” “Mystery Man” 
and “Politician Supreme.”

the problem of caring adequately for 
children in need of the assistance gnd 
guidance that only community  re- 
sources can give. 
_ Children in unemployed families, 
in the families on the rolls of many 
of the agencies of relief and service, 
present unusual difficulties beyond 
the question’ of simple physical re- 
quirements. 

Relief is not enough for these chil- 
dren growing up in abnormal cir- 
cumstances. Yet their needs for un- 
derstanding and recreation and the 
development of health and character, 
are often submerged to the paramount 
need for food, clothing and shelter. 

Dangerous Future. 

Leaders recognize that in this sit- 
uation is being sown “a crop of so- 
cial thistles” that may bear a thorny 
harvest of delinquency and crime and 
permanently warped lives in the not- 
so-distant future unless something can 
be done about it. ° 
_ Something is being done about it 
in Atlanta. At the present time a 
group of civic leaders are preparing to 
conduct a careful study of the situa- 
tion to assemble facts about the ex- 
tent of the need and the things that 
must be done to meet it. 

The necessity for such a study was 
recognized a few weeks ago by the 
child care and protection subcommit- 
tee of the budget committee of the 
Community Chest. 

Broader Scope Urged. 

In apportioning the funds _ sub- 
scribed by the people of Atlanta for 
child care, they found that the scope 
of the work must be broadened if the 


, | best job was to be done. 


Their report said: 

“It seems that, in general, we have 
developed quite extensive social serv- 
ices through the operation of public 
and private agencies for the care of 
children, very largely after they have 
become dependent, neglected or delin- 
quent. 

“But we do not have an agency or 
agencies set up exclusively for the 
strict protection of helpless children 
in our midst. 

“In other words, we have been 
strong on remedial service for chil- 
dren but severely short on preventive 
service for them. We feel that in this 
respect the social forces of our com- 
munity have overlooked an opportu- 
nity.” 

Survey Suggested. 

The committee, of which C. L. Em- 
erson was chairman, suggested a de- 
tailed survey of the whole field of 
child welfare work and asked that 
the survey group return definite rec- 
ommendations to the chest board of 
directors. 

Conditions e@hange, and needs 
change. No plan can be set up that 
will be constantly workable and con-

An experienced traveler, writing in the Geographic magazine, de- 
scribes a trip through Japan, where the people made him a welcome 
guest in their. homes. 

He won their good will simply by regarding them as people, treating 
them as equals, and respecting their customs. 

The ordinary traveler is disliked because he considers himself a 
superior and makes no effort to conceal his contempt for the land and 
its people. 

When Dickens wrote a book about his first visit to America, and 
told how congressmen and other notables sprinkled the White House 
carpets with tobacco juice, all Americans hated and reviled him. 

We can understand and approve that feeling, yet it does not occur 
to us that other races react in the same way when criticized by Americans. 

Our explanation is that we, being superior beings, have a natural 
right to criticize others, while they are insultingly impudent when they 
‘venture to criticize their betters. Unfortunately, they reverse this ar- 
rangement of- values and expect as much consideration as we do. 

With few exceptions, all races of men—even the naked savages—

Colonel Frank Knox, outspoken 
foe of the New Deal, recently visited 
Texas to make some speeches and 
confer with leaders of the G. O. P. 
in that state. Judging by news- 
paper accounts, Colonel Knox, who 
is publisher of the Chicago Daily 
News, was given a warm reception, 
with columns of newspaper pub- 
licity and photographs, but whether 
he succeeded in lining up any dele- 
gates remains to be seen. 

In the course of one of his 
speeches, according to the Dallas 
News, Colonel Knox is quoted as 
saying:

To which statement Peter Moly- 
neaux, editor and publisher of the 
Texas Weekly, takes exception, 
saying: 

We say this is loose language, be- 
cause it is not true that it was the 
New Deal that took our foreign cot- 
ton market away, and we think it is 
rather too cocksure to say that our 
foreign cottén market “never will be 
regained.” It was in the cotton year 
of 1930-81 that foreign consumption 
of Americar cotton hit the low mark 
of 35 per tent of all the cotton con- 
sumed outside the United States, and 
that was the first year since the Civil 
War that the world consumed more 
foreign cotton than American cotton. 
It is true that world consumption of 
American cotton in 1934-35 was very 
low, only 11,314,000 bales, but in 
1980-31 it was less than that; being 
11,113,000 bales. ‘There have been a 
few other years in recent times when 
consumption of American cotton in 
the world was lower, but aside from 
the two years when the United States 
was in the World War, these other 
years have been under republican ad- 
ministrations. 

Mr. Molyneaux then proceeds to 
show how the price of cotton con- 
tinued to go lower until on July 
34 it was at the lowest level in 28 
years, and Mr. Hoover’s Federal 
Farm Board sent frantic telegrams 
to governors of cotton-growing 
states calling upon them to mo- 
bilize every available agency to in- 
duce immediate plowing under of 
every third row of cotton then 
growing. He further shows that-it 
was about this time that the ‘‘bless- 
ings” of the Hawley-Smoot tariff 


law began to be realized, culminat-| 


ing in retaliatory action by more 
than 40 foreign countries, which de- 
stroyed international trade. 

It is clear that the policies of 
the republican administrations from 
Harding to Hoover brought about

We join Editor Molyneaux in say- 
ing: “We cannot see any appro- 
priate occasion to ‘shout republi- 
can policies from the housetops.’”

ter program than the New Deal, in-| 


stead of condemning it in “loose 
language.” 

Several republican leaders, men 
who are not now in the running, 
even as “dark horses,” have round- 
ly denounced wholesale condemna- 
tion of the New Deal and lack of 
a concrete program. Just last 
week, Gifford Pinchot, of Pennsyl- 
vania, declared: 


The republican party cannot win 
merely by abusing the New Deal. You 
cannot beat something with nothing. 
To win, the republican party must 
offer the reliable promise of an ad- 
ministration sincerely and effectively 
devoted to the greatest good of the

The design for the memorial—a 
lighthouse in the form of a giant re- 
cumbent cross of the type known 
as the ‘‘Columbus Cross’’—was se- 
lected from 455 drawings submitted 
from 48 countries by an international 
jury of award meeting at Madrid, 
Spain. It is the work of J. L. Gleave, 
of England, who describes the sig- 
nificance of the design as follows: 

The monument is intended to rep- 
resent the increasing, irresistible surge 
of the world through the centuries 
sweeping toward the light. . .. The 
great mass shoots forward, upward. 
Civilization always travels westward, 
as did Columbus. When it reaches 
the tomb it turns north and south to 
both the Americas, and from it radi- 
ate fan-shaped, 21 roads, one for each 
of the Pan-American republics, 

The Dominican government has 
set aside a magnificent park in which 
the memorial is to be erected and 
has defrayed the expenses involved 
in the preliminary organization work 
and the selection of the design. 
The project has been formally in- 
dorsed by every American govern- 
ment, the concurrent resolution 
adopted by the United States house 
and senate declaring that “the 
United States approves the interna- 
tional project advocated by the Pan- 
American conference and recom- 
mends that the several states par- 
ticipating in that conference be noti- 
fied of the desire of the people of 
the United States to participate in 
this movement to honor the mem- 
ory of the great navigator and dis- 
coverer,”’ 

No estimate has been placed upon 
the cost of the memorial but it is 
expected that, while large, the 
amount needed can easily be raised, 
as many nations will participate in 
the undertaking.

At the moment, the Trocadero, sit- 
uated on the “Strip”’—the one-time lo- 
cation of gambling hells and houses 
of ill-repute—is the most popular 
dance and dinner place with the hand- 
ful of stars who step out, and the 
thousands of rubbernecks who willing- 
ly pay exorbitant food charges for the 
pleasure of touching elbows with Louis 
B. Mayer, an almost nightly visitor; 
Cesar Romero, who tries to mystify 
the publicity boys and columnists by 
escorting Virginia Bruce one night and 
Betty Furness the next; Bill Powell, 
Jean Harlow, Joe Schenck, Darryl 
Zanuck, Bert Wheeler, Alice Faye, 
Walter Wanger and a dozen others 
ranging from stars to second featured 
leads. 

The most regular attendant is Pho- 
tographer Hymie Fink, famous for 
winning a $100 wager from Katharine 
Hepburn by sneaking a picture dur- 
ing her last flight to New Yerk. 

There are two reasons for the popu- 
larity of the “Troc.” First and fore- 
most, it is owned by Billy Wilkerson, 
publisher of the Hollywood Reporter, 
the most widely read daily trade pa- 
per in Hollywood. One of ite col- 
umns is devoted to trivia and chit- 
chat. By a strange coincidence, any- 
thing from one-half to one-third of 
its subject matter is devoted entirely 
to publicizing the: stars, producers and 
directors who were “among those pres- 
ent last night, listening with enjoy- 
ment to Phil Ohman’s musié at the 
*Troc.” 


Reason two is that the food at the 
“Troc,” while by no means the best 
in town, is the most expensive—a 
potent. sales argument to those who 
believe that money and exclusiveness 
go together. A friend of the writer 
recently entertained a party of four. 
The meal was simple—soup, chops, 
dessert and a light table wine. The 
check, he reported was $45. Another 
time, he paid $60 for feeding five. 
The fact that Dolores Del Rio oc- 
cupied a near-by table somehow failed 
to console him. 


Before the advent of the “Troc” in 

September, 1934, the Cocoanut Grove, 
established since 1921 in the Ambas- 
sador hotel, was the place for film 
stars and fans. Tuesday night was— 
and still is—“Celebrity Night,” only 
nowadays the celebrities are either at 
the ‘T’'roc’”’ or at home in bed. 
_The overdose of publicity respon- 
sible for he Grove'’s populariy wane 
among the stars, was also one of the 
reasons its predecessor, the Alexandria 
hotel, in downtown Los Angeles, lost 
out in celebrity patronage. 

The Biltmore Bowl, open since May, 
1934, is one of the few places where 
stars can eat and dance in compara- 
tive peace. Unless the occasion ‘is the 
Screen Actors Ball, or the Academy 
Awards Dinner, candid cameramen, 
autograph hounds and gaping watch- 
ers are kept at bay by the roped-off 
entrance at which policemen are sta- 
tioned. With the result that Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward Arnold, the Joe Penners, 
Harold Lloyd and his wife, Maureen 
O'Sullivan, Johnny Farrow, the War- 
ren Williams and the Dick Arlens are 
among the “regular” famous film folk 
who prefer to spend time and money 
in the gigantic ballroom. 


The Vendome—opened in April, 
1933, and under the same management 
as the “Troc’—is notable for its lunch- 
eon array of stars—Marlene Dietrich 
can be viewed daily, along with pro- 
ducers and directors—food that ranks 
with the best in Hollywood, and the 
sidewalk queue of approximately 100 
who waylay celebrities for autographs. 
The same policy of publicizing “names” 
in the Hollywood Reporter rules at 
the Vendome, thereby assuring the res- 
taurant’s longevity—that is, as long 
as the magazine remains in the hands 
of Mr. Wilkerson. 


Autograph hounds are absent from 
the Cafe Lamaze, chiefly because of its 
isolated position on Hollywood's 
“strip.” But their nonappearance is 
compensated for by a highly compe- 
tent publicity man. Movie. gentlemen 
and their girl friends who go there 
to escape the all-seeing eyes of the 
paragraphists invariably read about 
their “hot romance” in the next day's 
newspapers. Among those whose “love” 
for each other was created by a harm- 
less meal at the Cafe Lemaze are Jean- 
ette Macdonald-Gene Raymond, Wen- 
dy BarrieLouis Hayward, Allan 
Jones-Irene Hervey.

HEALTH TALKS 


The removal of noncancerous moles 
and warts from the face calls for 
the finest skill of the surgeon. Indi- 
viduals of limited intelligence may be 
willing to submit to the miracle work- 
ers of the market place, the barbers, 
beauty “doctors” and self-commended 
plastic surgery institutes, but those 
who value their personal appearance, 
comfort and safety invariably select 
a physician or surgeon of repute to 
treat any such blemish. 

To me, a wart on my own skin 
would be mildly interesting, but a 
wart on the skin of a potential pa- 
tient has always been irritating. I'd 
better explain this, so you won’t be 
puzzled about it. It is simply that 
I never learned the proper manage- 
ment of warts. Nine times out of 
ten my advice, if sought at all, was 
curbstOned out of me. Caught be- 
tween my office and my buggy by the 
casual passerby—it was extraordinary 
how many of them just happened to 
be strolling by—and confronted with 
a trifling wart, what could I de? Mut- 
ter about the danger of cancer, blood- 
poisoning, lockjaw? The  blighter 
would recoil in righteous horror and 
start a whispering questioning my 
mental state or hinting that J] was 
hitting the dope. A medical prac- 
titioner has only to brush the fur of 
such a cat the wrong way to fan into 
flame the ever-smouldering suspicion 
that he uses dope. 

I learned, too late, the key to the 
wart problem. I offer it here to young 
doctors who, I suppose, are still more 
or less subject to the curbstone evil, 
though such customers are in danger 
of being picked up as pan-handlers 
in these days of fast cruising. This 
is the secret: No such thing as a

Si.wart. The lesion. is. always verruca. 


“My dear man, take my advice and 
have that verruca removed immedi- 
ately. Come to the office  tomor- 
row.” 

There you have him. He can't 
grumble. You’ve really gone out of 
your way to do him a favor, giving 
him a kindly warning against trifling 
with a potentially dangerous lesion. 
There’s a fair chance he may decide 
to see it through, even if costs him 
a fee. Whereas, under the old ¢cus- 
tom, who ever heard of a doctor de- 
manding a fee for just telling a per- 
son what to put onto a wart? 

That’s why warts irritate me so. 
They’re like weak ankles in that re- 
spect. Took me many years to learn 
one weak ankles are in fact pronated 
eet. 

Physician who have enjoyed success 
in dealing with such cosmetic blem- 
ishes as moles and warts report the 
most satisfactory results from the use 
of trjchloracetic acid (a caustic far 
too dangerous for the layman to trifle 
with) followed after a minute or two 
by electro-desiccation (diathermy)— 
the escharotic action of the trichlo- 
racetic acid having a sufficient anes- 
thetic effect to make the whole treat- 
ment tolerable without any other lo- 
eal anesthetic. 

For removing a wart along the edge 
of the eyelid, where the escharotic 
would be unsafe, the favored method 
is to inject under the skin of the ltd 
a 2 per cent butyn solution, and then 
desiccation with the endothermy or di- 
athermy. 

Not only moles and _ warts, but 
other small lesions are successfully 
treated with these methods, notably 
small “corns,” scars, vascular nevi 
or “birthmarks,” fibromas and horny 
nodules,

who work in that plant. Mr. Schu- 
kraft took up in tow from that time 
forward, bringing his associate super- 
intendent, Mr. Krueger, into the 
party with the explanation that they 
worked together in their flower pro- 
gram as well as their steel program. 

I saw the finest specimens of roses, 
dahlias, peonies, snapdragons, del- 
phinium, begonias, geraniums, petu- 
nias, sweet peas, pansies, flox, ver- 
benas, cannas, and on and on through 
the long list of the really fine flowers. 
And then some of the rarest types 
of shrubbery I have seen in a long 
time.. They have their own green- 
houses and their hot beds in which 
they grow all their annuals. 

Yes, we got the horse shoes gal- 
vanized—a .very interesting process to 
observe—but the thing I shall never 
forget about that trip through that 
stee] mill is the art of blending steel 
and flowers to the delight of all who 
may ever pass that way.

“Ultimately we hope to take 100 
more families,” said Dr. Eddy. “It 
is being operated on a system based 
on justice, mercy and sound economic 
‘principles. 

_ “Negroes were brought to the farm 
at the request of the white tenants 
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and share-croppers selected to live 
pred There is no social equality 
between the two, only a hope for an 
understanding between them. 

“We are trying to work out five 
problems: To stand for civil liberties 
for all; try to prevent share croppers 
and tenants from sinking to ruin; at- 
tempt to promote co-operative labor; 
solve the problem of technolegical un- 
employment; solve the race problea. 
It is here in the south where the 
races meet. We don't know much 
about it in New York. The problem 
is delicate and difficult, but some day 
it will be solved.” 

Describing the Arkansas situation, 
Dr. Eddy declared: 

“We saw the face of slavery, feu- 
dalism and fascism on the part of 
planters and landowners toward poor 
evicted share-croppers and _ tenant 
farmers, both black and white. 

“We found peonage, serfdom, -pov- 
erty, disease and sometimes terror and 
violence. The ordinary share cropper 
is receiving an average of $12 year- 
ly per family apart from rent, in- 
cluding an advance for food charged 
at the highest prices and a high rate 
of interest. 


“It makes a devastating impression 
to drive through the richest soil in 
the United States and see the poor- 
est human beings living in tumbie- 
down shanties, rewarded for their toil 
by poverty, pellagra, hookworm, ma- 
laria and illiteracy.”

duction increased 30 per cent, but 
sales only nine, prices were reduced 
from 5 to 7 per cent, hours of op- 
eration increased 13 per cent and em- 
ployment was reduced 13. Wages 
were reduced 5 per cent. 

“In some rayon and silk weaving 
districts today weavers are paid as 
little as $8 a week whereas in other 
districts employers are maintaining 
wages of $ to $25 a week for 
maeving similar patterns,” Van Horn 
said. 

The bill would set up a textile com- 
mission with authority to fix minimum 
wages on the basis of a 35-hour week. 
It also would provide for production 
control by authorizing the commission 
to enforce curtailment when  over- 
production makes restriction desirable.

When Graziani was apprised of the 
menace he at once threw the Libyan 
division, commanded by white offi- 
cers, into action near Dunnan. The 
Libyans were ordered to attack. 

The most desperate phase of the 
engagement was centered at the Giana 
Gobo ford where a single Ethiopian 
machine gun held the Italians at bay 
for hours. 

It was reported unofficially that 
at least 600 of Graziani’s men were 
killed or wounded since April 14. But 
the Ethiopian losses were believed to 
have been 10 times as great. And 
the Ethiopians were in full retreat 
with the Italians advancing swiftly 
over the diffuclt terrain south of 
Harar and Jijiga. 

Authoritative Mogadiscio dispatches 
reported a column of Italian and na- 
tive troops, commanded by General 
Frusci, occupied the village of Wa- 
randab and the surrounding district 
Saturday. 


Warandab is 75 miles southeast of 
Sahhah Baneh, astride the road be- 
tween the Italian base at Gorahai 
and the important Sassah Baneh wa- 
ter wells. 

Frusci’s column is attacking Na- 
sibu’s left flank while farther west- 
ward General Nasi and his Libyan 
and Somali diviisons advance against 
the Ethiopian right flank. 


RALLY NEAR DESSEYE 
TO BLOCK ITALIANS 

ADDIS ABABA, April 19.—()— 
Crown Prince Asfa Wosan rallied 
Ethiopian troops south of Dessye to- 
day in a desperate effort to stem the 
Italian advance 

Fresh troops from remote provinces 
in the interior were ordered north- 
ward post haste to reinforce Emperor 
Haile Selassie’s retreating forces. 

It was disclosed that the removal 
of the seat of the government to a 
less exposed site was discussed af a 
secret meeting of chieftains and offi- 
cials yesterday but no decision wag 
announced. 

At the last minute a Belgian mili- 
tary commission, which resigned in a 
body, postponed its departure for 
Djibouti, French Somaliland. The na- 


ture of the Belgians’ dispute with the 


'government was not disclosed. 


Written instructions as to what to 
do in case of danger were issued by 
some legations ag there was an un- 
confirmed report that the Italians 
had occupied .he strategic city of Ji- 
jiga. 

The Ethiopian Young Men’s Asso- 
ciation began the distribution of arms 
to men, women and boys who apply 
for them.

In any event, Austria showed less 
of its army than in the parade a 
year ago.

Hungarian revisionists, encouraged 
by the German example, renewed their 
elamor for changing the treaty of Tri- 
anon and acquiring lands lost to the 
Little Entente. 

Bulgaria, alarmed because Turkey 
remilitarized the Dardanelles, renewed 
a demand for a corridor giving her a 
direct route to the Aegean sea. 

On all sides there were evidences 
of rearmament. Rumania raised its 
ordinary military budget to, $38,000,- 
000 and created a special fund of 
$20,000,000 for the development of 
aviation. 

The Vienna newspaper Neuste Na- 
chrichten. estimated Czechoslovakia's 
air strength at more than 900 planes, 
Rumania’s at more than 800 and Yv-

morning hours than at any other time. 
Before breakfast the sugars and 
starches taken in the previous day's 
meals have been largely burned, and 
exercise draws on the stored body fat. 

Fit your exercise into your sched- 
ule at the time when you will get 
the most out of it. The hour will 
depend on your daily program. Be- 
fore breakfast is ideal for overweights 


who have the time, but to dask 
through a series of perfunctory mo- 
tions with an eye on the clock may 
be a waste of precious moments. ‘To 
be effective, exercise must have pur- 
pose behind every movement and be 
free from strain and tension. 

The housewife can take advantage 
of the first high vitality peak of the 
day, which, physiologists have found, 
occurs at 11 o'clock in the morning. 
At this time you would be likely tv 
put more enthusiasm and effort into 
your exercise, with better results. A 
second high vitality level comes at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, which may 
be a more convenient time for your 
exercise. Housework in itself is usu- 
ally insufficient exercise, for it uses 
certain muscles continuously, others 
not at all. 

_ Office workers who do not have the 
time for morning exercise and are too 
tired for exercise at night will find 
it profitable to their health and their 
figures to attend two or three gym 
classes a week. You may be tired 
from physical inactivity as from the 
day’s grind, and you need exercise tv 


bring the blood into the muscles ‘and 


relieve nervous tension. Try to make 
some exercise a daily practice. 

If there is any question as to wheth- 
er or not you should exercise, ask 
your doctor, for he is the only one 
who can answer this question for you 

The time for exercise is optional, 
but regularity is essential. Fifteen 
to 20 minutes’ corrective exercises 
daily, a 30-minute brisk walk each 
day, and once or twice a week a half- 
day of activity in the open, make a 
perfect figure program. You may not 
be able to manage this amount of 
exercise, but you can get a walk and 
a few minutes of corrective exercise 
each day. Don't look upon exercise 


as an ordeal but as an opportunity 


to cast aside all menta] worries in 
the enjoyment of physical activity. « 
lanced Reducing Menu.

The proposal, advanced at the last 
convention of the church in Memphis, 
Tenn., by Dr. McNeil Poteat, of Ra- 
leigh, N. C., has been discussed re- 
cently in the Christian Index, Geor- 
gia Baptist publication. 

Editor O. P. Gilbert, of the Index, 
advocated establishment of the bureau, 
to which the Rev. T. F. Callaway, 
pastor of the Thomasville Baptist 
church, replied in an article in the 
Index. 

Gilbert, in his editorial, called at- 
tention to a news report on the evic- 
tion of tenant farmers and sharecrop- 
ers in Arkansas, and said the “situa- 
tion cals for sympathetic investiga- 
tion and co-operation.” 

He quoted a representative of the 
United Mine Workers as having 
charged landlords with evicting ten- 
ants because of their efforts to become 
organized. 

Our People Are Farmers. 

“Vast. majority of our people are 
farmers and most negroes are Bap- 
tists,” the editorial continued, “Why 
should these people be left to the ten- 
der mercies of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in America and 
other organizations?” 

(The Federal Council of Churches 
was described in the quoted report as 
ig supplied tents for evicted fam- 
ilies. 

Gilbert’s editorial further said: 

“It is a sorry dog that bites the 
hand that feeds it. Communism and 
other radical movements in this coun- 
try are symptoms of a diseased body 
politic. The remedy is at hand if the 
church had an adventurous faith. 

“Southern Baptists should hold to 
their faith, but they should not over- 
look the heavy burdens of the poor 
and unfortunate. The situation in 
Arkansas and other southern states 
call for a social research bureau.”

To Inculcate Satety Habit in Young 


Parents often tell their children to 
be sure to play on the sidewalk, and 
if they must cross the street, to be 
sure that a car isn’t in sight and then 
to use the crosswalk. That’s good ad- 
vice in any family and in any man’s 
town. 

But how often do parents do the 
things which they tell their children 
mustn’t be done? Parents frequently 
are seen dragging their children across 
streets against red lights or “right 
across in the middle of the block. It 


C.| is wondered what children sometimes 


think of their parents. Five minutes 

after some parent has “laid down the 

law” he can become a big hypocrite. 
Toll Is High. 

Last year there were more than 
1,500 children under the age of four 
who were killed and 34,000 who were 
injured in automobile accidents. More 
than 3,200 between the ages of 5 and 
14 were killed and nearly 140,000 
were injured. It is important to teach 
young children to have safe habits and 
equally important for grownups to 
practice what they preach. 

What a pitiful picture that is. 
More than 4,700 children under 14 


years of age whose lives were snuffed 
out because of carelessness. 

In some cases, of course, it was be- 
cause of unsafe driving on the part of 
the motorist. But in many cases it 
was because the children had not been 
taught the rules of safety, had not 
been shown by their parents how to 
use the streets safely and sanely. 

Set Good Example. 

And every parent who drives care- 
lessly, without proper regard for the 
“other fellow” is setting an example 
of driving before his children, who, in 
time, also will be driving. 

It costs nothing to drive sanely. 
Very often it costs more to drive reck- 
lessly than can be -estimated in terms 
of dollars and cents. The penalty is 
paid in human lives. 

Become a pledged safe driver to- 
day. Clip out the pledge blank found 
in this issue, sign it and mail it to 
the Safety Council, Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, wth a stamped, self-addressed en- 
velope. 

Pldce the two safe-driving stickers 
which will be sent you on the front 
and rear windows of your car as a re- 
minder that safety has no substitute 
and to show others that you are sane 
enough to realize it.
